The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, from 
His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspon- 
dents in the British Dominions, and from the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in the Crown Colonies, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1915, 849 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 383,888 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the regular supply of the weekly “ Board of Trade Jowrnal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8.W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register ; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the “ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all.

EXHIBITION OF GERMAN CATALOGUES 
IN LONDON. 


In order that British manufacturers may have an opportunity of 
familiarising themselves with German methods of publicity, the 
Board of Trade have collected over 3,000 specimen catalogues of 
German origin, and these may be inspected at the Foreign Samples 
Section of the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 32, Cheapside, London, 
E.C. 

The collection, which is illustrative of a great variety of industries, 
includes 887 catalogues of machinery. Recent additions have brought 
the number of toy catalogues up to 271, including the pro- 
ductions of most of the well-known Nuremberg toy manufacturers, 
and in view of the progress made by British toy manufacturers these 
catalogues should prove of particular interest to firms engaged in the 
industry. There are also 177 catalogues of fancy goods and 71 of 
glassware. 

One feature of the catalogues which is of especial interest to British 
manufacturers who are themselves publishing catalogues with a view 
to increasing their export trade, is the number of foreign languages 
in which the German catalogues are printed. The Board of Trade 
collection includes catalogues printed in English, French, Spanish, 
Portuguese, Roumanian, Russian, Finnish, Polish, Italian, Dutch, 
Hungarian, and Greek. Many are polyglot in character, and are 
printed in three, four, and in some cases five different languages. 

A complete index has been prepared, in which the catalogues are 
classified both as regards articles of manufacture and names of 
manufacturers, thus rendering identification of any particular cata- 
logue a simple matter.

AND PRESERVED FRUITS INTO THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


GEORGE R.I. 

Whereas by Section 43 of the Customs Consolidation Act, 
1876, it is provided that the importation of arms, ammunition, 
gunpowder, or any other goods may be prohibited by Proclama- 
tion : 

And whereas it is expedient that the importation into the 
United Kingdom of certain goods of a bulky character should 
be prohibited as hereinafter provided : 

Now, therefore, We, by and with the advice of Our Privy 
Council, in pursuance of the said Act and of all other powers 
enabling Us in that behalf, do hereby proclaim, direct and ordain 
as follows :— 

As from and after the Thirteenth day of March, 1916, sub- 
ject as hereinafter provided, the importation into the United 
Kingdom of the following goods is hereby prohibited, viz. :— 

Canned, bottled, dried and preserved fruits, except currants. 

Provided always, and it is hereby declared, that this prohibi- 
tion shall not apply to any canned, bottled, dried or preserved 
fruits which are the produce of any of Our Dominions, Colonies, 
Possessions or Protectorates, nor to any fruits which are imported 
under licence given by or on behalf of the Board of Trade, and 
subject to the provisions and conditions of such licence. 

This Proclamation may be cited as the Prohibition of Import 
(Canned, Bottled, Dried and Preserved Fruits) Proclamation, 
1916. 

Given at Our Court at Buckingham Palace, this Tenth day 
of March, in the year of our Lord One _ thousand 
nine hundred and sixteen, and in the Sixth year of 
Our Reign.

PARCEL POST TO RUSSIA-IN-EUROPE. 


The Postmaster-General announces that it is expected to resume 
the despatch of parcels to Russia by direct service to Archangel 
about the end of April or the middle of May. 

Henceforward, no parcels will be accepted for transmission to 
Russia-in-Europe by the existing route vid Canada and Japan, as the 
parcels should in ordinary course reach their destination earlier if 
held over for despatch until the re-opening of the Archangel route. 

Parcels cannot be accepted to await the resumption of the service 
by sea direct to Archangel. 

For the present, parcels for Russia-in-Asia will continue to be 
accepted for transmission vi@ Canada and Japan. 





COST OF LIVING ACT, 1915, OF NEW ZEALAND. 


Establishment of a Board of Trade. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade is in 
receipt of a copy of the Cost of Living Act, 1915, of the Dominion of 
New Zealand (No. 69 of 1915), being an Act to establish a Board 
of Trade and to make provision for the regulation of trade. 

The Act provides, inter alia, for the establishment of a Board of 
Trade, consisting of the Minister of Industries and Commerce, and 
three other persons to be appointed by the Governor, who shall hold 
office for a term of three years, and may be re-appointed. ‘The 
Minister of Industries and Commerce is the President of the Board. 

Tbe Board of Trade is empowered— 

(a) To investigate and report to the Governor upon any 
case in which it is alleged that there has been an infringement 
of any of the provisions of the Commercial Trusts Act, 1910; 

(b) To enquire into and report to the Governor upon 
matters affecting the cost of living, or upon any other question 
referred to it by the Governor relating to the supply, demand, 
or price of commodities ; 

(c) To enquire into and report to the Governor upon any 
complaint that the price of any class of goods is unreasonably 
high ; 

. (d) To consider, enquire into, and report upon any question 
relating to the trade, commerce, or business of New Zealand 
which may be referred to it by the Governor ; 
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(e) To institute enquiries in reference to markets for goods 
produced or manufactured in New Zealand, to report the result 
of such enquiries to the Governor, and to make recommendations 
to the Governor in regard to trade with other countries ; 

(7) To make recommendations to the Governor for legisla- 
tion in relation to matters referred to it for consideration ; and 

(g) Generally to advise the Governor as to how the trade, 
industries, and commerce of New Zealand can be best encouraged, 
developed, and protected. 

The Act also amends the Commercial Trusts Act, 1910, and gives 
extended powers to Borough Councils with respect to ensuring the 
food supply.

CIRCULATION OF BRITISH SHILLINGS AND 
FLORINS IN THE SUDAN. 


The “Sudan Government Gazette” of 7th February publishes a 
notice to the effect that, in order to meet. the present abnormal 
demands of trade and to prevent a shortage of silver currency, the 
free circulation of British silver florins and shillings in all towns and 
districts of the Sudan has been authorised at the following rates :— 
One shilling = five piastres, and one florin = ten piastres. So far 
as supplies are available, British florins and shillings will be issued 
at the rates mentioned by all Sudan Government Treasuries in 
exchange for any coin or notes now legally current in the Sudan. 

No British silver other than florins or shillings may be circulated 
in the Sudan. 





HONG KONG ORDINANCE RELATIVE TO BRITISH 
COMPANIES IN CHINA. 


With reference to the notice on pp. 591-2 of the ‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 2nd December last, relative to the ‘“ China (Companies) 
Order-in-Council, 1915,” of Great Britain, providing for the exercise 
of jurisdiction over British companies carrying on business in China, 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade is in 
receipt of a Hong Kong Ordinance (No. 31 of 1915), entitled the 
‘‘Companies Ordinance, 1915,” which was assented to by the 
Governor on 17th December, 1915, to amend the law relating to 
companies. 

This Ordinance, which came into force on Ist January, 1916, is to 
be read and construed as one with the Companies Ordinances, 1911 
and 1913 (and cited together as the ‘“‘ Companies Ordinances, 1911- 
1915”), and it is further provided that the Companies Ordinances (of 
Hong Kong), in so far as they affect companies carrying on business 
within the limits of the China Orders-in-Council (of Great Britain), 
shall be read with and subject to the “ China (Companies) Order-in- 
Council, 1915,” above mentioned. 

The Ordinance provides, inter alia, for the establishment of a Register 
and Registrar of Companies at Shanghai, and stipulates that all acts 
done within the limits of the China (Companies) Order-in-Council, 
1915, in pursuance of the provisions of the Companies Ordinances by, 
to, with, or before the Registrar of Companies at Shanghai shall, 
subject to the provisions of the China (Companies) Order-in-Council, 
1915, be of the same force and validity as if they had been done by, 
to, with, or before the Registrar of Companies of Hong Kong.

PROPOSED PATENT LEGISLATION IN FRANCE. 


The ‘ Journal Officiel”’ (Paris) of 24th February publishes the text 
of a Bill introduced into the Chamber of Deputies by the Minister of 
Commerce which has for its object the extension of the legal periods 
for which certain patents would normally remain in force. The Bill 
provides that the duration of patents of invention which, in the normal 
course of things, would have expired on or after lst August, 1914, 
or which would have expired before a date to be fixed by Decree after 
the cessation of hostilities, will be extended until a date to be named 
by the same Decree. At the same time, those who, in good faith, 
before the promulgation of the proposed law, have infringed a patent 
to which the law will apply, will not be liable to be proceeded 
against, nor will they be bound to cease working the invention. 





GOVERNMENT CONTROL OF STOCKS OF 
PARAFFIN OIL AND BENZINE IN SWITZERLAND. 


H.M. Minister at Berne reports the publication of a Federal Decree, 
dated 12th February, regulating the importation and sale of paraffin 
oil and benzine in Switzerland. 

Under the provisions of this Decree a special Bureau (“ Bureau 
pour l’importation de pétrole et de benzine”) is created, under the 
control of the Department of Public Economy, to deal with the impor- 
tation of paraffin oil and benzine into Switzerland. Intending importers 
must obtain authorisation from the Department, which is further 
empowered to establish, or to instruct the Cantonal authorities to 
establish, maximum prices both wholesale and retail. The reserve stock 
held by the “ Commissariat des Guerres,” as also the contracts entered 
into by that body, are to be taken over by the new Bureau, which has 
also the right, if it is considered advisable, to seize important stocks 
of paraffin and benzine and purchase them at 5 per cent. above cost 

rice. 
. In a further despatch, dated 17th February, H.M. Minister reports 
that according to an official communiqué appearing that day in the 
local press, the above-mentioned Bureau has already commenced 
work. Maximum prices for paraffin were to be established within a 
few days. 

As regards benzine no steps will be taken for the present. 
Private firms will still be allowed to import it without having to 
obtain permission from the Department of Public Economy, and 
prices will not be legally regulated.

COMMERCIAL TRANSACTIONS IN BELGIAN 
CONGO. 


Royal Orders respecting Deposited Goods and Commission Business, 


H.M. Minister to the Belgian Government at Havre has forwarded 
the text of two Royal Orders, dated respectively 6th and 24th July, 
1915, and published in the ‘‘ Moniteur Belge” of 19th/25th February, 
1916, with regard to commercial transactions in the Belgian Congo. 

The first Order relates to thé issue of warrants for goods placed in 
deposit, and provides that these warrants are to state the names‘and 
addresses of the depositor and owner of the depository, the class, 
quantity, and weight of the goods, the kind of packing, the marks 
and numbers of the packages, the warehouse where the goods are 
deposited, the warehouse and other dues for deposit, whether the 
the goods are insured against fire, &c. No re-delivery of the goods 
can be effected without the production of the warrant. 

The second Order lays down regulations for the conduct of business 
by commission and provides, among other things, that if the goods 
have been sold or delivered on account of the principal, the com- 
mission agent can reimburse himself from the proceeds of the sale to 
the amount of the commission due to him, for which he has a pre- 
ference over the creditors of his principal. The duties and rights of 
a commission agent are governed by the Civil Code of Belgium.

FINANCIAL MEASURE IN URUGUAY. 


Note Issue of the Bank of the Republic. 


With reference to the notice on p. 313 of the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 3rd February relative to a Bill dealing with 
the note issue of the Uruguayan ‘ Banco de la Republica,” it is 
notified that the ‘ Diario Oficial” (Montevideo) of 3lst January 
contains the text of the Jaw as passed. The Law repeals Article 
3 of the Law of 8th August, 1914, which fixed 26,000,000 pesos 
as the maximum issue of the major notes of the Bank, and enacts 
as follows :— 

(1) That the Bank may issue up to twice the amount of its paid-up 
capital in notes of 10 pesos and upwards, payable in gold to bearer 
at sight, it being obligatory to keep a perpetual gold reserve equiva- 
lent to not Jess than 40 per cent. of the deposits at sight and of the 
major issue in circulation. | 

(2) That the obligation of the Bank to exchange bills for coin 
remains suspended until three months after the termination of the 
European war. 

(3) That amongst the functions of the Bank be included that of 
issuing certificates of deposits in specie. 
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TRADE CONDITIONS ABROAD. 





CHINA (KIA0-CHAU LEASED TERRITORY).—The British Vice- 
Consul at Tsingtao (Mr. R. H. Eckford), writing under date 12th 
November last on the future prospects of Tsingtao, states that nearly 
a year has elapsed since trade was resumed at that port, and it is only 
natural that conjectures should be made as to the ultimate fortune 
of the place. Before the war, the entire production of strawbraid 
had been diverted to ‘l'singtao from Chefoo, Tientsin and Shanghai. 
Shantung groundnuts (about 60,000 tons annually), and the entire 
output of Shantung bristles, were also passed through Tsingtao. The 
exceptional transport and shipping facilities—the railway running 
from the extreme west (T'sinanfu, a big trading centre and capital of 
the Province) to the eastern seaboard (T'singtao) into the wharves, 
where there are branch lines right alongside the fine go-downs to any 
point in fact where steamers were required to discharge or load— 
proved a great inducement to the Chinese to utilise the port as a 
primary market for their goods, whence, in the event of it failing to 
consume supplies, transhipment to Shanghai and other large ports 
was convenient. ‘T'singtao was also an advantageous shipping centre 
for the large output of raw silk and pongees which are produced 
within easy reach of the railway. Consequently, a number of 
Chinese bought property in the place and had permanently settled 
there, but after the bombardment of Tsingtao, and the subsequent 
Japanese administration of the port, the premises of most of the 
influential merchants were definitely closed down and they retired to 
Chefoo, Tientsin and Shanghai, to which ports most of the produce 
that was directed to Tsingtao was thereby again diverted. Owing to 
the presence of a few British firms, however, the Chinese have after 
considerable persuasion sent a small quantity of produce to Tsingtao 
just recently, and have expressed willingness to re-open business 
generally there. ‘This, however, they certainly will not do until more 
competition is created, and it is greatly to be hoped that more British 
firms will take the opportunity of entering the field in Tsingtao before 
German firms re-open, as some undoubtedly will on the termination of 
the war. 

In addition to the articles already mentioned, quite an important 
trade can be done in Tsingtao in hides, cotton and oil (bean and 
groundnut), as well as moderate quantities of hemp, jute, tallow, &c. 
In considering the business future of Tsingtao the chief question of 
interest is as to the form of administration under which the port is 
likely to be placed after the war, and of the ability of such adminis- 
tration to run the port on a paying basis. 

Kor China, and trade in general, there is not the slightest doubt 
that an international settlement would be the one and only method of 
bringing Tsingtao to the status of a first-class port in China. It has 
a harbour second to none in the East, ‘and its wharves, waterworks, 
electricity works and slaughterhouse plant are assets so up-to-date 
that they compare favourably with any other institutions of their 
kind in China. Tsingtao is a port such as the Chinese want, and 


this in itself is a sufficient guarantee for a successful future.

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Trade Conditions Abroad. 





MANCHURIA.—The following particulars are taken from an article 
on Manchurian trade appearing in the January issue of the “‘ Journal ” 
of the British Chamber of Commerce at Shanghai :— 

In commenting on the trade aspects and commercial possibilities 
of Manchuria, the salient features are the undoubted agri- 
cultural and mineral wealth of the country and the vitality of its 
native trade, which have combined to maintain its steady develop- 
ment in the face of such formidable economic obstacles as debased 
currency, limited banking facilities, and lawlessness in the rural 
districts. The land offers a good return for labour, and, consequently, 
attracts a steady flow of. the desirable class of sturdy, thrifty, and 
industrious immigrants from Shantung and elsewhere. With 
increasing development, it is hoped that economic obstacles will in 
time be surmounted. New country is gradually opening up in 
the west, the possibilities of the rich agricultural region to the 
north-east of Mukden are also becoming increasingly appreciated, 
and, with the completion of projected railways, there is prospect of 
early development in Manchuria and increased prosperity and buying 
power of its inhabitants. 

Apart from the extensive mineral and industrial enterprises 
initiated and exploited on a growing scale by the South Manchuria 
Railway Company and other Japanese concerns, every effort is being 
made by Japanese traders and their energetic and ubiquitous Chinese- 
speaking representatives to absorb the growing demand for imports, 
and, in addition to banking facilities and vigorous official backing 
and protection, they possess a formidable advantage over British 
competitors in the facilities available to them for importing cotton 
and other non-bulky goods by the Chosen-Antung route from Japan 
(see pp. 843-4 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 16th September 
last). It is true that some of these facilities are equally open to 
Manchester goods merchants and other British traders, but they are 
substantially offset in the latter’s case by the necessity involved of 
shipping by the roundabout route vid Japan, with its attendant loss of 
time in transit and extra handling. 

Although the Japanese, in the natural order of things, possess advan- 
tages in trading with Manchuria, many of these are likewise available 
to others, and—given co-operation between British merchants, manu- 
facturers and banks, and the energetic support of Consular officials— 
there is no reason, says the “ Journal,” why British traders should 
not acquire and retain a fairer share of Manchuria’s commerce. They 
must be prepared, however, to put in hard work with possibly small 
initial returns, to study the native requirements, and steadily to 
canvass the country personally or by means of reliable British 
travelling representatives eyurpped with the essential sound practical 
knowledge of the language, in order to deal direct with the native 
purchaser. An example of the eflicacy of these methods is afforded 
by the success of the oil and tobacco companies. 

The above remarks apply not only to South and Central Manchuria, 
but also to the North. The increasing possibilities of import into, 
and export from these regions vid Vladivostok and Nicolaievsk also 
merit the close attention and study of British traders. 
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THE LABOUR MARKET IN THE UNITED KINGDOM 
IN FEBRUARY. 


According to the March issue of the “ Board of Trade Labour 
Gazette,”’* the high level of employment was fully maintained in 
February, and the percentage of unemployed among the ‘Trade 
Union members was the lowest ever recorded by the Department. 
Owing to the number of male workers now in the Forces, the labour 
requirements are not being met, and special steps are now being 
taken to increase the number of women workers both in industry and 
agriculture. 

Employment in the coal mining industry continued very good ; 
at shale mines it was also very good; at iron and lead mines it con- 
tinued good; and in tin mines, fair. In the quarrying industry 
employment was fair on the whole, except at slate quarries, where it 
remained quiet. 

In the pig iron industry employment continued good, though 
increasingly hampered by shortages of labour and raw materials. At 
iron and steel works employment continued very good, and much 
overtime was worked. The engineering and shipbuilding trades 
continued to work at high pressure, with much overtime and an 
unsatisfied demand for labour. ‘The tinplate and steel sheet trades 
laboured under shortage of material and transport difficulties, but 
most of the other metal trades continued active, and much overtime 
was worked, especially in the brass-working, sheet metal working, 
and cutlery trades. 

In the cotton trade the shortage of labour became still more acute, 
while employment remained fairly good in the spinning sections, and 
somewhat irregular in the weaving department. Much activity 
prevailed in the woollen trade, and employment was better than a 
month ago; in the worsted trade it continued good; in both industries 
an agreement has been arrived at to increase the substitution of 
women for men who have joined the Forces. Employment remained 
active in the hosiery trade, and good in the jute trade. In the linen 
industry, employment, though still quiet in Ireland, showed some 
improvement; in Scotland it continued good. In the bleaching 
trade employment continued fair ; in the dyeing industry it continued 
good ; with calico printers it was irregular in England and fair in 
Scotland. Employment was good in the lace trade, and fairly good 
in the silk and carpet trades. 

The boot and shoe trades remained very active, and the shortage of 
labour became more acute. Employment in the leather trades showed 
an improvement, and overtime was worked in certain districts. The 
bespoke tailoring showed a seasonal improvement, but employment was 
still slack; in the ready-made branch it was fairly good. In millinery 
and with retail dressmaking firms in London employment continued 
fair ; with Court 4nd private dressmakers it was slack. Employment 
continued good in the corset trade, and fairly good generally in the 
wholesale mantle, costume, and blouse trades; in the shirt and collar 
and felt hat trades it was fairly good, but in the silk hat trade it 
continued bad, with much short time. 

In the building trades employment remained quiet on private

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work; many aiiemaiba have gone to other trades, but those 
remaining were well employed, mainly on Government work, and the 
percentage unemployed remained small. Brickworks showed some 
decline, partly owing to bad weather conditions; in the cement trade 
employment also showed some falling off, but was still good. Employ- 
ment in the furnishing trades continued fairly good; in the wood- 
working trades it was good on the whole. 

In the printing and bookbinding trades employment improved, 
and was good; in the paper trades it continued good. A shortage 
of labour was reported in all three trades. 

The glass trade continued well employed; the pottery trade showed 
a slight improvement, and employment was good generally. The 
food preparation trades suffered from a shortage of male and female 
labour, and of raw materials, also from difficulties of transport, but 
employment continued to he very good. In agriculture unsettled 
weather hindered work on the land, and thus minimised to some 
extent the effects of the general shortage of labour. 

Employment with dock labourers continued good generally. The 
supply of seamen for mercantile ships was reported to be not quite 
equal to the demand. 

Compared with the good conditions of February, 1915, employment 
showed a marked improvement in all the chief industries. 





TRADE ENQUIRIES REGARDING MARKETS ABROAD. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade 
invites applications from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of extending their trade in 
markets abroad. Such applications should specify the countries 
for which information is desired, and indicate— 

(a) The precise kind of goods about which the enquirer desires 
information, and 

(6) The particular points in regard to which he especially wants 
to be informed. 

Attention is directed to this matter because, if applicants would 
make their enquiries more precise, they would benefit by receiving 
more precise information. It would also be in their interest to state 
whether they have already succeeded in obtaining any trade in the 
countries in question, whether they are represented by agents there, 
and if so by whom, and whether they are satisfied with their repre- 
sentation. 

Applicants for information may apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners and the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the Dominions, 
the correspondents of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade in other parts of the Empire, and to H.M. Consular 
Officers in foreign countries, but it is generally desirable that they 
should apply, in the first instance, to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., because by the adoption 
of this course much delay may be avoided in those cases in which 
the Branch is already in possession of the required information.

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UNITED KINGDOM TRADE WITH AUSTRALIA. 
Visit of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 


In accordance with the practice that has been established for 
H.M. Trade Commissioners in the British Self-Governing Dominions 
to visit the United Kingdom officially from time to time, so that 
manufacturers and merchants may have the opportunity of consulting 
them on any matters connected with their business, or of obtaining 
information as to the possibilities of extending their trade, it was 
recently arranged that H.M. Trade Commissioner for Australia 
(Mr. G. T. Milne) should pay an official visit to this country. 

Mr. Milne has now arrived, and is prepared to interview (by appoint- 
ment) representatives of those firms who may be able to see him 
in London at the offices of the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade. He will afterwards visit such trade and 
industrial centres in the United Kingdom as it may appear most 
advantageous to visit in view of applications that may be received 
from firms in or near those centres, and from Chambers of Commerce. 


In order that appointments may be satisfactorily arranged, firms who 
may desire to have an interview with Mr. Milne are requested to make 
their applications as soon as possible. Such applications should be 
addressed to the Director, Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. The reference number 
(C.I.B. 4266/16) should be quoted. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner’s visit is particularly opportune at the 
present time, when United Kingdom manufacturers are attempting 
to capture trade hitherto done by enemy firms in Australia, and it is 
anticipated that a very large number of firms will wish to take 
advantage of this opportunity to consult him. Among the matters 
in Australia in regard to which he is prepared to give information 
and advice are the appointment of agents, methods of marketing and 
distribution, terms of payment, names of probable buyers of British 
goods, statistics of imports, and rates of Customs duties. 


It may be stated that one of the principal duties of H.M. Trade 
Commissioners is to report to the Board of ‘Trade promptly, and if 
possible in advance, any opportunities which may arise in the 
Dominions in the form of contracts open to tender, or in any other way 
for the development of British trade. ‘The Commissioners also report 
to the Board periodically on the nature and extent of foreign competi- 
tion and other matters of commercial interest, including changes in 
Customs duties and regulations, financial and trade conditions, changes 
in regard to means of transport, and legislation affecting trade and 
commerce; and they furnish periodically classified lists of importers 
and buyers in the Dominions. A good deal of the information so 
furnished is published by the Commercial Intelligence Branch in the 
“ Board of ‘Trade Journal,” some is communicated to Chambers of 
Commerce likely to be specially interested and to those United 
Kingdom firms whose names are inscribed in the Special Register 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch (see notice on p. 771) and 
some—e.g., lists of names of traders at particular places, detailed 
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Customs regulations affecting particular matters, and similar informa- 
tion—is filed at the Commerciai Intelligence Branch for the information 
of firms and persons interested who may apply, either personally or 
by letter. 
The Trade Commissioners also reply to all enquiries which may be 
addressed to them by British manutacturers and merchants, but it is 
enerally desirable that enquiries should be made first of the 
mmercial Intelligence Branch, which is often in possession of the 
information sought, and is thus in a position to save enquirers much 
delay. (C.1.B. 4,266.) 





PREFERENCE TO BRITISH GOODS IN VICTORIA. 


The Office of H.M. Trade Commissioner in Australia reports, 
under date 19th January, that the question of preference to goods of 
United Kingdom or British Empire manufacture in connection with 
public tenders is prominent at the present time in Australia, and 
in two recent enactments of the State of Victoria the principle has 
been embodied. 


In the Sewerage Districts Act, 1915, provision is made for 
substantial and effective preference to goods, machinery, or material 
manufactured or produced in the United Kingdom and the Dominions 
of Canada and New Zealand, as against those of foreign manufacture, 
if such goods, &c. of Commonwealth manufacture cannot be purchased 
or obtained, or can only be purchased or obtained in insufficient 
quantities or of a quality unsuitable for the work. 


By the recently enacted Tramway Board Act, 1915, which makes 
temporary provision with regard to the working of the Melbourne 
Cable Tramways pending the expiry of the lease, the clause dealing 
with preference is so worded as to include the United Kingdom “ or 
any other part of the King’s Dominions.” 


From enquiries recently directed by H.M. Trade Commissioner to 
the Prahran and Malvern, the Melbourne, Brunswick and Coburg, the 
Hawthorn, and the Fitzroy, Northcote and Preston Tramways 
Trusts, it is gathered that the principle of preference to goods of 
British manufacture is generally recognised by these bodies. It will, 
of course, be understood that in all cases where the question of 
preference in connection with public tenders is raised, goods of 
Australian manufacture invariably receive preferential consideration 
over all others, the amount of preference in some cases being 
considerable.

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APPLICATION OF SCIENCE TO INDUSTRY IN AUSTRALIA. 
Report of Special Committee. 


As the result of a conference representative of science and industry 
in Australia, which was convened by the Prime Minister of the Com- 
monwealth early in January, a Committee was appointed to formulate 
a scheme for the application of science to industry. The Report of 
this Committee, according to the ‘‘ Argus” (Melbourne) of 14th 
January, has been approved generally by the Cabinet. The 
following extracts are taken from the Committee’s Report :— 

The Committee are convinced that the results of scientific research 
into industrial problems will amply repay considerable expenditure, 
and fully justify a bold and comprehensive policy being adopted. 
The Committee therefore recommend the formation of a Common- 
wealth Institute of Science and Industry, under the control of 
directors possessing the highest business and scientific attainments, 
acting with the advice and co-operation of a council, representing 
science and the primary and secondary industries of Australia. 

Among the functions which, it is recommended, should be 
assigned to the proposed Institute are the following :— 

(a) To consider and initiate scientific researches in connection 
with, or for the promotion of, primary or secondary industries in the 
Commonwealth ; (>) the collection of industrial scientific information 
and the formation of a bureau for its dissemination amongst those 
engaged in industry; and (c) the establishment of national 
laboratories. 

The Committee’s report goes on to deal with the relationship 
between existing laboratories in Australia and the proposed Institute, 
the constitution of the Institute, the need for co-ordinating the work 
of technical colleges and trade schools throughout Australia so that a 
supply of scientifically taught craftsmen will be available, and the 
desirability of encouraging the study of foreign languages for com- 
mercial purposes. 

In conclusion the Committee put forward the following recom- 
mendations for immediate action, and these recommendations have 
been accepted by the Cabinet :— 

(1) That until the Institute be established an advisory council be 
appointed by the Governor-General in Council particularly to carry 
out the objects expressed in resolutions (a) and (b) above. 

(2) That the Federal and State Munitions Committees, heads of the 
Commonwealth and State scientific departments, and bodies repre- 
sentative of Commonwealth manufacture, commerce, agriculture, 
mining and engineering, the universities and technical colleges, and 
private enterprises be invited to suggest branches of industrial 
scientific research, in which investigation would be of immediate 
practical use to producers and manufacturers. 

(3) That the advisory council be appointed forthwith, and that 
when appointed it should take steps immediately to initiate research 
work into the most pressing matters needing investigation, and seek 
the co-operation of existing institutions, and also utilise the resources 
of staff and equipment at the Commonwealth’s disposal at the present 
time. 
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Application of Science to Industry in Australia. 
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(4) The Committee suggest for the consideration of the advisory 
council that the following problems, among others, are pressing :— 

The sheep-fly pest; improved methods of extracting zinc from 
Australian ores, including the commercial manufacture of electrolytic 
zinc ; the utilisation of brown coal, with recovery of by-products ; the 
introduction of a mechanical cotton picker; the eradication of the 
prickly pear; the prodaction of aluminium and ferro alloys; the 
recovery of potash, manufacture of alkali, and condensation of 
sulphurous acid gas, at present being wasted; the cultivation of 
useful indigenous grasses and salt bushes; and the manufacture of 
fine chemicals, drugs, and explosives. 

(5) That funds be placed at the disposal of the advisory council for 


the above purposes. 


TRADE WITH SPAIN AFTER THE WAR. 


Anticipated keen German Competition. 

According to information furnished by H.M. Consul at Bilbao 
(Mr. A. M. Madden, C.M.G.), local business men anticipate that after 
the war there will be a rush of Germans to Spain intent on doing 
business in and trading with that country. German firms will be 
less disliked in Spain than they are in countries with which Germany 
is at war, and they will doubtless be eager to regain and make the 
most of their Spanish business connections. 

Before the war Spain was flooded with cheap German goods, and 
it is reported that 75 per cent. of the machinery, tools, electrical 
fittings, household articles, cheap fancy goods, &c. in use in Bilbao 
is of German manufacture. Many of these goods are highly finished 
but very poor in quality; nevertheless, they are preferred by the 
Spanish purchaser on account of their cheapness. The present is, 
however, considered a good moment for introducing United Kingdom 
manufactures. 

H.M. Consul therefore suggests to United Kingdom firms, that if they 
wish to preserve their position in Spain, they should consolidate their 
connections and clientéle so as to be able to compete against the 
expected German business effort. He adds that large numbers of 
Germans are now in Spain employed in obtaining information on 
every kind of subject, and no doubt the point of view of future trade 
is being carefully studied by them. (C. 8,987.)

NEW ZEALAND IN 1914 | 


Mr. W. G. Wickham, lately H.M. Trade Commissioner for New 
Zealand, now H.M. Trade Commissioner for South Africa, has 
furnished the following particulars relative to imports of apparel and 
textiles into New Zealand in 1914 :— 


Apparel. 


From the statistics of the imports of apparel into New Zealand in 
1915, and previous years, it might reasonably be inferred by those 
not conversant with the facts that United Kingdom manufacturers 
had as large a share of the drapery and haberdashery branches of 
trade as they have of the trade in cotton and woollen piece-goods. A 
glance at the following table, however, will show the serious extent 
to which foreign competition in these branches of trade was concealed 
in the statistics based on the old system, under which imports were 
credited to the country where they were last invoiced, when compared 
with the statistics for 1914, which show the country of origin :—

} The New Zealand Government have recently remodelled their system of collecting 
and presenting trade statistics, and the figures upon which Mr. Wickham’s report is 
based have only lately become available. Mr. Wickham writes that these figures for 
1914 are of special interest and importance, inasmuch as they are the first to be 
compiled on the new system under which articles are classified in groups and the 
country of origin is shown. The figures are therefore the first trade statistics for 
New Zealand which are sufficiently detailed to be of real value as an index of 
Soreign competition.

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Imports of Apparel and Textiles into New Zealand in 1914, 


secured half of the trade for the United States. The heading gloves 
includes fabric as well as leather gloves, and imports of these goods 
in 1914, by countries of origin, were as follows :—United Kingdom, 
£15,000; Germany, £11,000; Austria, £4,000; France, £9,000; 
Belgium, £4,000 ; and Italy, £3,000. 


Cotton and woollen woven underwear is included partly under 
hosiery and partly under apparel, n.o.e. In woven underwear there was 
a considerable importation of low-grade cotton goods and embroidered 
garments from Germany and Switzerland. In cotton and lisle thread 
hose Germany had most of the trade, that country being credited 
with trade to the extent of £73,000 under apparel, n.o.e., and £24,000 
under hosiery. Silk underwear and kimonos to the value of £13,500 
were imported from Japan. Other important competitors in woven 
underwear were the United States and France, imports from these 
countries being valued at £52,000 and £14,000 respectively. The 
United States also supplied about £3,000 worth of hosiery. 


Haberdashery is another line in which Germany secured a consider- 
able amount of trade with New Zealand. The main sub-heading 
includes buttons, tapes, pins and needles, imports of which were 
valued at £61,000, and it may be surmised that the United King- 
dom’s share of this trade, namely £27,000, represented needles, pins 
and tapes. Of the balance, Germany, Austria, and Japan supplied 
goods to the value of £11,000, £9,000, and £7,000 respectively, and 
this represents the imports of buttons. In the early days of the war, 
no enquiry was more frequently pressed than that for sources of 
supply of pearl and fancy buttons. 


In millinery proper France and Germany were the chief com- 
petitors, with only £6,000 each out of imports valued at £92,000. 
In furs and fur trimmings two-thirds of the business was done by 
London firms. <A few Berlin firms did good consignment business in 
high grade furs through agents in New Zealand. It is suggested 
that these agents in New Zealand who have satisfactorily dealt 
with good consignments for Berlin firms in the past, might with 
advantage be trusted to the same extent by London firms if they wish 
to absorb this business. 


As regards hats and caps, the only serious competitor in 1914 was 
Italy, with £11,000 worth, or less than 10 per cent. of the imports 
under this heading. 

The last group under apparel, namely drapery, is the least satis- 
factory from the point of view of United Kingdom manufacturers. 
Leaving out of consideration the sub-heading “tailors trimmings” 
as all British, it is found that in 1913, over 93 per cent. of imports 
of drapery, valued at £420,000, was entered as of United Kingdom 
origin. In 1914, however, the percentage had dropped to 52 per cent., 
only £213,000 worth being returned as of United Kingdom manufac- 
ture, while no less than £367,000 worth was invoiced from the United 
Kingdom. The import trade in ribbons and crape was shared in 
as follows :—Switzerland, £28,600 ; France, £20,000; United King- 
dom, £14,000; and Germany, £12,000. The chief competitors with 
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the United Kingdom in lace and laces were Germany, £11,000 ; 
Switzerland, £9,600; and Irance, £4,500. As regards drapery not 
otherwise enumerated the chief competitors were Switzerland, 
£38,000; Germany, £32,400; Japan, £11,700; and rance, £10,500.

‘he new method of presenting trade statistics does not reveal any 
very serious foreign competition with the United Kingdom in imports 
of textiles. 


With regard to silk piece-goods, the competition of the Far Kast as 
well as of the Continent of Europe has always been well-known. The 
full extent of it is shown as 90 per cent. in 1914 as compared with 
63 per cent. in 1913. 

In woollen goods it is clear that the war will have caused some 
dislocation, as, in 1914 France contributed dress goods to a value of 
£22,000, while German goods to the value of £16,500, and Nether- 
lands goods to the value of £6,000, were also imported. 

The United Kingdom had nearly 90 per cent. of the trade in cotton 
prece-goods in 1914. The most important competing country was the 
United States, followed by Germany. American competition in the 
past has practically been limited to denims and drills, butter cloth 
and canvas. The chief fabric supplied by Japan was low grade cotton 
crape. 

German competiticn in piece-goods proper has been very limited 
and has consisted in low grade flannelettes, towellings, &. On the 
other hand, in upholstery velvets and damasks, Germany had estab- 
lished almost a monopoly of the trade. United Kingdom manufac- 
turers must continue to use their own judgment as to the economics 
of this question; the fact remains that the New Zealand market wants 
cheap fabrics and will not pay the price for what has hitherto been 
offered from the United Kingdom. German fabrics may be of low 
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quality but they are certainly good value for the price and excellent in 
design and colour. H.M. Trade Commissioner has had so many 
enquiries as to openings for moleskins and velveteens in New Zealand 
that he is convinced that United Kingdom manufacturers lose trade 
through not watching the Colonial markets. In the Dominions, the 
artisans and labourers do not buy these fabrics ; instead, for years 
past, they have been getting blue denims and dungarees from the 
United States ; the Utrecht velvets, moquettes, and cheap pile fabrics, 
to the manufacture of which United Kingdom manufacturers might 
have turned their attention, have been bought from Germany. 
Instances of this kind seem to indicate that manufacturers should 
be kept more fully informed by merchants as to the classes of goods 
in which competing countries succeed in building up trade, and that 
merchants should more fully realise that their selling organisation is 
a part, and only a part, of a larger organisation which includes the 


manufacturer. (C. 724.) 





ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT OF THE FRENCH ZONE OF 
MOROCCO. 
Recommendations of the “Comit‘s des Etudes Economiques.” 


H.M. Agent and Consul-General at Tangier (Mr. H. E. White, 
C.M.G.) has furnished, under date 16th February, the following 
information regarding the recommendations emanating from the joint 
meetings at Casablanca in October last of the “‘Comités des Etudes 
Economiques ” with respect to the economic development of Morocco 
and, particularly, with regard to railway construction :— 

For some time past there have existed in the principal towns of the 
French Zone groups of local merchants and others forming the 
above-mentioned “‘comités,” for the purpose of studying questions of 
commercial, industrial, agricultural or economic interest and placing 
their views before the Protectorate Authorities. Advantage was 
taken of the holding of the Casablanca Exhibition to centralise these 
various committees and afford them official recognition. All the 
members of the various committees were invited to attend a general 
meeting in the Exhibition buildings on 24th October and succeeding 
days, and, in the opinion of H.M. Agent, the facts that these meetings 
were opened and closed by the Resident-Genera]l, were presided over 
by the Secretary-General of the Protectorate, were attended by the 
Heads of various Government Departments, and their proceedings 
reported in the Official Bulletin, lend a certain importance to the 
views expressed by the various committees. 

One of the first questions studied was that of the railway lines to 
be laid in the French Zone, with the subsidiary question of ports. 
The first point which strikes one in the report on this subject, remarks 
H.M. Agent, is the desire to concentrate the whole trade of the 
country at Casablanca, which is to be the one big port from which all 
railways and roads are to radiate. With this object it is considered 
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desirable to eliminate, if possible, the rival ports of Tangier and 
Laraiche, and therefore it is hoped that the Tangier—Fez railway will 
never be more than a project. 

The committees urge the construction of the following lines in 
addition to the already existing Kenitra—Mequinez—Fez line: (1) 
Casablanza to Fez vi@ Camp Boulhaut, Merzag and Mequinez; (2) 
Casablanca to Marrakesh vid Bershid and Settat; (3) Kenitra to 
Rabat, round by the Marmora forest; (4) Rabat to Casablanca, vid 
Korifla, Camp Boulhaut and Ouled Zian; and (5) Casablanca to 
Mogador by inland route with branches at Mazagan and Safh. The 
result of this scheme of railways would be to sacrifice the existing 
southern ports to Casablanca. 

It is not at all certain, adds H.M. Agent, that the Protectorate 
Authorities will share the views of the Committees, though it is 
undoubtedly their intention to make Casablanca the principal port of 
the Zone.

CONCESSIONS TO NEW INDUSTRIES IN PORTUGUESE 
EAST AFRICA. 

According to a report to his Government, published in ‘*‘ Com- 
merce Reports’? (Washington) of 14th January, by the United 
States Vice-Consul at Lourengo Marques, the Mozambique Gov- 
ernment has recently promulgated a new Law governing the 
establishment of industrial enterprises in the Province of Mozam- 
bique, under the conditions laid down in Decree No. 985 of the 
Lisbon (rovernment, dated 28th October, 1914, for the encourage- 
ment of the establishment of new industries in the Portuguese 
Colonies. It is expected that this Law will encourage new 
industries in Portuguese East Africa, definite applications havin 
already been made to start a paper-manufacturing industry, a 
it is rumoured that cement works and a brewery are also under 
consideration. 


_ The Decree of 1914 above referred to provides for the grant, 
in cases where the public interest warrants it, of the 
exclusive right of manufacturing in any part of the Portuguese 
Colonies any industrial product which at the date of the con- 
cession is not already manufactured there. When an industry 
is already established, the exclusive right may be granted for 
hew processes which tend to cheapen the cost of production or 
improve the system of manufacture. Exclusive rights will be 
granted only to those having the necessary capital and when the 
initial cost of installation is not less than 5,000 escudos. 
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Such concessions may be supplemented by any one of the 
pape ing privileges : 

) Importation, free of duiy, of all machinery and other 

material for the installation of the required plant. 

) Free importation, during a period not exceeding three 

years, of raw material and other articles not produced in 

the Province. but which are nec essary tor the industry. 

(3) Exemption for three years from all direct taxation on the 

industries, or on land and buildings connected with 
them. 

When the industry is a new one, and the cost of installation 
exceeds 5,000 escudos, one other of the privileges above reterred to 
may be conceded for each additional 5,000 escudos, and the time 
limits mentioned in (2) and (3) may be extended to five years. 

The Decree states that these concessions will be granted only 
for a clearly defined object, and shall not involve the exclusive 
right of selling the manufactured articles, or the right of 
manufacturing, selling, or importing similar products, though 
intimately allied to them. The privileges mentioned do not 
apply to new industries employing imported raw material of 
value over 20 per cent. of that of the finished product. 

No exclusive rights shall be granted for a period of more than 
ten years, except in the case where the capital cost of installation 
exceeds 10,000 escudos. when the pe riod may be doubled. 

The time of the concession, when under the established period, 
may be extended to the maximum limit if found convenient and 
on the approval ot the competent technical department. Applica- 
tion for this extension of time must be made at least six months 
before the expiration ot the original term. 

All these concessions may be granted by the Governor of the 
Province, except (1) where the industry concerned, although new 
in the Colonies, has already been established in Portugal, and 
the export therefrom of products to the Colonies in the last five 
years has been over 50,000 escudos annually; or (2) where the 
industry is new as regards the Colonies, being already established 
in Portugal, and the cost of installation would be less than 
20,000 escudos. In such cases the concessions will only be 
granted by the Lisbon Government, on the recommendation of 
the Governor of the Province.

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TARIFF CHANGES AND CUSTOMS 
REGULATIONS. 


UNITED KINGDOM-—RUSSIA, 

The Russian Government have recently adopted new regulations 
Exportation of which require that livestock imported from the 
iecetnitie Maen United Kingdom must be accompanied by an 

fficial certificate testifying that during the 

the United 9 ON. age 8 

preceding six weeks the districts from which the 
animals are exported have been free from the 
following contagious diseases; viz. :—anthrax, 
glanders, and farcy, in respect of horses; anthrax, cattle-plague, 
foot-and-mouth disease, and pleuro-pneumonia, in respect of cattle ; 
anthrax, foot-and-mouth disease, and sheep-pox, in respect of sheep 
and goats ; and anthrax, foot-and-mouth disease, and swine-fever, in 
respect of pigs. 

In order to obtain the official certificate, intending exporters of 
live stock from Great Britain must apply to the Board of Agriculture 
and Fisheries, 4, Whitehall Place, London, S.W., for forms of appli- 
cation, which should be returned, duly completed, and accompanied 
by a certificate, signed by a duly qualified veterinary surgeon, testi- 
fying that the animals are in good health, and free from contagious 
or infectious disease; and that the premises from which the animals 
are exported have been free from infection during the previous six 
weeks. These certificates will not require Consular endorsement. 

In the case of cattle, a separate certificate is required, indicating 
that each animal has successfully passed the tuberculin test. This 
document must be endorsed by a Russian Consular Officer. 

Official certificates for live stock exported from Ireland, whether 
tke animals are sent direct or transhipped in Great Britain, are issued 
by the Secretary, Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruc- 
tion for Ireland (Veterinary Branch), 50 & 51, Upper Mount Street, 
Dublin, 

Livestock exported to Russia from other countries (e.g. the 
Channel Islands) through the United Kingdom must be accom- 
panied by an official certificate from the authorities of the country of 
origin, as regards the non-existence of disease in the districts from 
which the animals come ; and a certificate of health signed by a local 
government veterinary surgeon. A tuberculin certificate is also 
required in the case of cattle; and all these documents must be 
endorsed by a Russian Consular Officer. 

The exportation of livestock from the United Kingdom is at present 
prohibited by Order in Council, but applications for export licences 
may be made to the War 'I'rade Department, 4, Central Buildings, 
Westminster, S.W. \(C. 7,674.)

frontiers, of safety matches, free of Customs duties, and on payment 
of Excise duty at the rates payable on Russian-made matches. ‘The 
total quantity of matches which may be admitted under these 
conditions is, however, not to exceed 1,000,000,000 boxes, each 
containing not more than 75 matches. 

According to the official “Trade Gazette” of Petrograd of the 
6th/19th February, the Minister of Finance has, in virtue of the 
Imperial Decree of the 12th/25th January, decided that the 
1,000,000,000 boxes of matches are to be admitted free of Customs

The Ministry of Hacienda is to fix, within a period of 90

(4) For the certification of manifests for cargo that has to be 
transhipped, there shall be charged the fee at present fixed in the 
Consular Fee Tariff for the legalisation of signatures, in place of the 
fee prescribed in No. 47 of that Tariff (see below); and No. 48 and 
Article 240 of the Consular Regulations shall remain in force.

(2) The regulations applying to storage are amended. 

(3) The Company undertakes all stevedoring and handling of cargo 
on its docks with its own forces, and local shipping agents and 
shipping companies established at the terminals will not be allowed 
to do this work on their own behalf. The stevedoring regulations 
are, accordingly, amended in some respects. 

(4) New general regulations provide (inter alia) that delivery of 
cargo will not be accepted by the Company unless payment of all 
charges accruing to the Company in respect of such cargo are made 
or assured, and that all charges must be paid before departure of a 
vessel, No changes in bills of lading will be recognised unless same 
are authorised by the shippers and so indicated by them in writing 
upon the copies delivered to the Company’s agent. 

Mr. Murray understands that local shipping agents of foreign 
companies, and shipping companies established at Colon, are making 
a protest to the Company against the new stevedoring regulations.

H.M. Trade Commissioner for Australia (Mr. G. ‘T’. Milne), who is at 

Hydro-Blectric present on a visit to this country (see p. 789), 

aleenee reports that when in Tasmania at the end of last 

year he had an interview with the General 

Manager of the Hydro-Electric Department of the Tasmanian 

Government with reference to the hydro-electric installation scheme 
in that State, which is now in process of realisation. 

This scheme has in view the utilisation of water-power derived 
from the Great Lake and its conversion into electrical power for dis- 
tribution at Hobart and throughout the Island. It is expected that 
at least 26,000 actual h.p. at the turbine shafts could be generated 
for twelve hours per day, or 39,000 actual h.p. for eight hours per 
day, and it is believed that this could be increased eventually to 
70,000 h.p. Owing to the difficulty in obtaining delivery of certain 
parts of the machinery the completion of the installation (which has 
cost about £350,000) has been delayed, but the General Manager 
stated that he fully expected that the work would be completed this 
month (March), or early in April. 

In order to bring the scheme to the notice of Australian manu- 
facturers and others desirous of taking power and light under the 
scheme, the Government is carrying out a publicity campaign and 
has, it is believed, made arrangements for the sale of about 9,000 
h.p. Works for the manufacture of carbide of calcium were projected 
and apparently United Kingdom interests are investigating the 
possibility of installing woollen mills. ‘The General Manager con- 
sidered that there would be an increased demand in '‘l'asmania for 
electrical fittings and appliances and he suggested that the time is 
ripe for more active steps being taken by United Kingdom manu- 
facturers of this class of goods to bring them to the notice of con- 
sumers, 

H.M. Trade Commissioner adds that the Imperial ‘Trade Correspon- 
dent at Hobart (Mr. A. H. Ashbolt) is both able and willing to 
assist firms in the United Kingdom to secure the services of reliable 
firms in Tasmania who would be ready to undertake their represen- 
tation.

’ January calls attention to the possibility of the 
The Murchison orofitable working of the oaiteans + Moe Pra 
Range Antimony Range antimony reef, so-called by reason of its 
Deposit. high percentage of stibnite, or antimony sulphide. 
The reef is located in schistose rocks which dip almost vertically 
towards the north, and is made up of lenticular bodies of quartz, 
mingled with calcite, dolomite and iron carbonates. The ore occurs 
in bunches and masses of considerable size, and can occasionally be 
followed over long distances along the line of strike, and in the 
drives which have been made at various depths below the surface. 

The reef varies in thickness, but the average width in many places 
is between 3 and 10 ft. In one place a width of 20 ft. has been 
measured. The seams of quartz, as they may be termed, die out at 
intervals and re-appear at no great distance, not necessarily in 
precisely the same direct line, but within small limits in the same 
horizon. 

With such an extended length of mineralisation it can scarcely be 
doubted that there is permanence in depth to a degree commensurate 
with that of similar prominent ore bodies in other parts of the world. 
There can also be no doubt, says the “‘ Mining Journal,” that the 
deposit of antimony in the Murchison Range is very large, and now

that there is a possibility of working the ore profitably for its base 
metal contents it may be hoped that advantage will be taken of the 
favourable conditions that exist. 

A line of railway, connected both with the Pretoria-Delagoa Bay 
main line at Koomati Poort and with the Pretoria-Messina line at 
Zokmakaar, provides excellent transport facilities. The principal 
difficulty to be contended with is the want of water, but this has 
already received the consideration of the Government, and the trouble 
could be easily remedied in a very short time if the expenditure were 
warranted by the needs of a substantial industry.

The production 
in the last three years has been as follows: 1912-15, 17,626,563 
Imperial gallons ; 1913-14, 22,523,060 Imperial gallons; and 1914-15, 
30,703,931 Imperial gallons. 

Refining has not been carried on up to the present on any large 
scale, but several small refineries are in operation which produce 
petrol for the local market and for exportation to the neighbouring 
colonies.

There will be a market for linseed oil produced from 
Canadian flax seed both in the Dominion and the United Kingdom ; 
attention has also been given to the growing of flax for the 
production of fibre board and textiles.

H.M. Consul-General at Naples (Mr. S. J. A. Churchill, M.V.O) has 

Wine Market forwarded an extract from the issue of the “ Cor- 

’  rlere di Napoli” of 29th February relative to 

the wine market in Italy and Sicily, from which the following 
particulars have been translated :— 

Apulia.— Business in Apulian wine markets generally is quiet ; 
the small trade in supplies for local consumption, however, tends to 
keep up prices, which are firmly maintained on the basis of 5.50 to 7 
lire per hectolitre. The remaining stock of unsold wine is everywhere 
much diminished ; the supplies in the hands of the large merchants 
and speculators continue normal, ‘The weather continues uncertain 
but without rain, of which an abundant fall is greatly desired by 
agriculturists generally. 

Tuscany.—The ‘'uzcan wine trade also continues quiet, but prices 
have so far been well maintained. The weather remains favourable 
for field work. 

Sicily.— Whilst some of the Sicilian wine markets present consider- 
able activity, others are relatively quiet. Prices are being maintained 
almost everywhere,

CANADA. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent in Toronto (Mr. I. W. Field) 
reports that there is a general disposition in 


Activity of United Canada to believe that a large number of United 
States Firms: , 
States manufacturers will build branch establish- 
Projected 


ments in the Dominion during the current year. 
This action, it is thought, will be taken by many 
United States firms, not only in order to cater for 
the demands of the Canadian market, but more 
particularly to be in a_ position to enjoy, as manufacturers in 
Canada, the benefits of any tariff legislation which may be enacted 
after the war. The United States manufacturers would thus be 
in a position to export the products of their Canadian factories 
to countries which would be giving Canada a preferential tariff. 

In this connection the following instances are cited by Mr. Field :— 

A chemical refiners’ company, with headquarters in West Virginia, 
has secured a site at St. Catherines (Ontario), and has erected a 
factory for the manufacture of potash. 

A company operating a factory at Niagara Falls, New York, 
proposes to establish a branch factory at Niagara Falls, Ontario, for 
the manufacture, in Canada, of silver ware and flat ware. 

A manufacturing company of Boston, U.S.A., has sent a represen- 
tative to Toronto with a view to obtaining a site for the erection of 
a three-storey brick-built factory to manufacture overalls, uniforms, 
and clothing. 

Several United States motor-car firms have also announced their 
intention of starting branches in Canada. (C.1.B, 7,832.)

AUSTRALIA. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of 'l'rade is in 
receipt of a copy of Regulations, which are 
applicable in South Australia, entitled the 

Tee BO Seep Aas, “Food and Drugs Regulations, 1915,” and 
1908, of South Australia. | wd6 by virtue of the provisions of ‘“‘ The 
Food and Drugs Act, 1908.” These Reyulations specify what 
substances for the preservation of food shall be deemed to be 
preservative substances within the meaning and for the purposes of 
the Regulations, and the manner in which foods containing 
preservatives should be labelled. It is also provided that coffee 
essence or coffee extract shall contain not less than five-tenths of one 
part per centum of caffeine, and that coffee and chicory essence or 
extract shall contain not less than one-quarter of one part per centum 
of caffeine.

SPAIN. 


The ‘“‘Gaceta de Madrid” of 4th March publishes a Royal Decree 
authorising the formation of a Commission, 
to be known as the “Junta de Transportes 
Maritimos,” for the regulation of the sea 
transport of articles indispensable to the 
national life, principally wheat and coal. 

The Commission is empowered, inter alia, to utilise for the 
transport of the goods referred to Spanish merchant vessels represent- 
ing a total capacity of 100,000 registered metric tons, exclusive of 
vessels of State subventioned shipping companies carrying on fixed and 
regular services (which will, however, also carry goods under conditions 
fixed by the ‘‘ Junta”); to fix at the end of each month the freight 
rates which will obtain during the following month for the importa- 
tion of the merchandise mentioned ; to receive, classify and deal with 
the applications of Spanish importers of wheat, coal, &c.; and to fix 
the maximum prices for the sale of the merchandise imported.

from 60 dols. to 225 dols. per ton, and little can be obtained even 
at this price. It is evident that new sources of supply of this 
chemical will have to be sought. 

One promising source is the waste from hardwood forests, and it is 
now proposed to prepare hardwood ashes at Oshkosh (Wiscousin), 
where a plant may be established for making commercial use of 
material that has hitherto gone to waste. he Oshkosh company 
proposes to transform the ashes into commercial potash and to place 
it in that form on the market. Itis thought that all the potash 
needed in agriculture in Wisconsin can be prepared in the State. 

It is estimated that 106 tons of potash are wasted each day by the 
twenty-five or more distilleries in the United States where the 
fermentation of molasses takes place. A process of saving potash in 
distillery waste has recently been made public by the United States 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce. It is expected that it 
will be possible to extract potash from this otherwise worthless 
material at a price that will meet competition even after the war is 
over. 

There is another promising but problematical source of potash 
pointed out by the United States Geological Survey, in the tailings 
piled up at the concentrating mills of ‘the big copper mines. ‘The 
porphyry ore of the west contains several times as much potash as 
copper and this remains in the tailings, material already finely 
ground and in condition for treatment. This potash, however, is 
locked up in the form of silicates, and a process for separating it 
must be perfected before the vast quantity of potash-bearing material 
from this source can be utilised. (C.1.B. 8,141.)

NATIONAL INSURANCE ACTS, 1911 To 1913. 
UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 


Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 


are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 
1540. Workmen employed wholly or mainly by way of manual 
labour and engaged in assisting testers of electrical machinery. 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE 
in respect of :— 
1541. Testers of electrical machinery who are not employed 
wholly or mainly by way of manual labour. 


Note.-—Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
